S. Booth, 67 years old, 
was killed A few 
minutes before 11 a. today by 
a fall from the window of his 
fourth-floor office on the Olive 
street side -of the Metropolitan 
building, Grand boulevard and 
Olive street. 

Dr. Booth was dead when he 
was picked up from the sidewalk, 
at a point about 50 feet east of 
Grand boulevard. Persons who saw 
the fall said the physician ap- 
peared to have tumbled, rather 
than to have leaped, from the win- 
'dow sill. The body was identified 
by a physician occupying an office 
adjoining that of Dr. Booth. 

Other professional associates said 
Dr. Booth had been in poor health 
recently, and had not been at his 
office for several days until today. 
He was a widower, and lived at 
5107 Enright avenue. 

Dr. Booth, a graduate of Wash- 
ington University Medical School in 
the class of 1886, had practiced 
medicine in St. Louis since 1889. 
He was the son of a Southwest Mis- 
souri physician, who located in 
Southern Illinois. He was educated 
in Sparta, III., and at the Normal 
University in Carbondale, before 
entering medical school. 

Early in his professional career, 
Dr. Booth was in railroad ‘hospital 
service in Texas. Later he became 
an assistant to the late Dr. Charles 
H. Hughes, a noted alienist. 

After Dr. Hughes’ death in 
1926, Dr. Booth was made editor 
of Alienist and Neurologist, a pe- 
riodical which Dr. Hughes. had 
conducted. He was 
neurologist for the hospital de- 
partment of the Missouri Pacific, 
and was neurologist on the staff 
of St. Louis Baptist Hospital. ; 

Dr. Booth in past Years ap- 
peared frequently on the lecture 
platform, on health topics. One 
of his lectures, “The Cigarette 
From a Medical Standpoint,” was 
published and distributed in 
schools. 

He is survived by a 
and two sons. A sister, Mrs. J. B. 
Spraul, resides at his 3 av- 
enue home.

85,674 Defective Ballots. 
The Digest this week prints a 


tabulation by states of the defective 
ballots, which were not counted in 


the general poll. These were bal- 
lots which were marked in two of 
the three spaces, either for enforce- 
ment and modification, or for mod- 
ification and repeal. The ballots 
marked for enforcement and modi- 
fication numbered 2527. and those 
for modification and repeal 83,147. 
Of the total of 85,674 defective and 
rejected ballots, 2.9 per cent were 
for enforcement and modification 
and 97.1 per cent for modification 
and repeal. 

This is offered by the Digest as a 
possible answer to the question 
how the modification vote would 
have been cast, as between enforce- 
ment and repeal, if the modifica- 
tion proposal had not been on the 
ballot. If the defective votes are 
an index of the valid votes cast for 
modification, less than 3 per cent 
of the modific~‘ionists would have 
voted for enforcement as against 
repeal, 

If these percentages were applied 
to the modification vote of 1,340,- 
441, allotting 2.9 per cent of it to 
the enforcement column, and the 
rest to repeal, the vote would be: 
Enforcement, 1,425,089, or 21.3 per 
cent of the whole; repeal, 3,137,- 
672, or 68.7 per cent. 


Vary Widely Among States. 
The percentages of the two kinds 
of defective votes vary widely 
among the states. If-the modifi- 
cation vote in each state were di- 
vided between enforcement and re- 
peal in proportion to the two kinds 


of defective votes in the various 
states, Mississippi would be moved 
to the enforcement column, but no 
other state would be. 

Besides the five dry-voting statcs 
46 others give nere votes for en- 
forcement than for either of the 
two wet proposals, Besides the five 
states which give an outright ma- 
jority for repeal, 20 others show a 
larger vote for repeal than for 
modification or enforcement.

TESTIFIES AGENT 
SUGGESTED BRIBE 


Joe Lin 2 A M. 
Sheets of U. S. Narcotic 
Squad Inquired Whether 
Prisoners Had Hd Money. 


TELLS OF F INTERVIEW 


Says Accuser Told Him He 
Wanted Affidavit So He 
‘Could Get Thompson’s 
Job’—The $300 Loan. 


Joe Lin, gray-haired Chinese 
restaurant proprietor and “Mayor 
of Chinatown,” testified before 
Federal Judge Faris today in his 
own defense against a charge of 
bribery made by Narcotics Agent 
Addie M. Sheets, reiterating his 


previous assertion thut he had lent 
the agent $300 which he had failed 
to repay. 

Using good English, Lin gave his 
version of the series of meetings 
between himself and Sheets in 
October, 1928, when he gave the 
money to the agent. His testi- 
mony, contradicting that of Sheets 
and Narcotics Inspector William 
Joerling, was substantially as fol- 
ows: 

The night of Oct. 10 Lin re- 
ceived a telephone call at his res- 
taurant, 414 North Seventh street, | 
from another Chinese, Wing Long. 
who summoned him to the grocery 
of Yee Nam Lee at 17 South 
Eighth street, where Sheets and 
Joerling had confiscated opium 
and arrested three men. 

Arriving at the grocery, he 
found Yee Nam Lee and Wing 
Long waiting in the store with 
Sheets and Joerling. He quoted 
Sheets as saying: “Joe, ask these 
fellows if they have some money 
to straighten this thing?“ 

Refused to Comply With Request. 
The request, Lin said, was re- 
peated three or four times and 
each time he refused to comnly, 
suggesting to Sheets that he ask 
the question himself. After an 
hour he went back to his restaur- 
ant, to be awakened next morning 
in his room at the American Hotel 
by a visit from Sheets and Joer- 
ling. 

At this meeting, he deviared, 
Sheets repeated his request and 
was again refused. Finally. ac- 
cording to Lin, the agent said: 
“Joe, you know what I’m doing, 
don’t you?” “No,” what are you 
doing?“ Lin said he asked. 

Lin testified Sheets replied: 
“Well, I'm investigating Charlie 
Thompson. (Charles S. Thompson, 
a nareotics agent who resigned un- 
der investigation.) It means a lot 
to me to get his job. I want you. 
to make an affidavit and get those 
other fellows to make an af- 
fidavit that you paid Thomp- 
son money for protection. If 
you get them to do that, the case 
against them won't go any far- 
ther.“ 

Lin delcared he 
sent Sheets away. Subsequent- 
ly. on two occasions in the 
Federal Building, Lin said, Shects 
renewed the request to “get some 
money from those fellows,” and at 
last asked Lin to lend him $300 to 
be paid back in two or three 
weeks. 

Delivered Money, Took Note. 

Lin said he at first refused to 
make the loan but later, when 
Sheets summoned him to the Fed- 
eral Bullding one afternoon, he 
agreed on condition that Sheets 
sign a note. He testified he de- 
livered thé money at Eighth and 
Chestnut streets, taking Sheets’ 
note, after the agent had declared 
that “people will talk if they see 
me with you at your restaurant 
or the hotel.” 

‘Lin told the jury he was 52 years 
old, bo in San Franciseo and 
had been in St. Louis since 1905, 
acting official interpreter for 
various \Government departments 
here for 20 years. He said he had 
known Sheets for two or three 
years before the occasion of the 
alleged bribe, having been intro- 
duced to him by Agent Thompson

Report to Southern Baptist 
Convention Denounces Pro- 
hibition Referendum. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW ORLEANS, May 16.— 
Frowning upon the straw ballot 
and calling for mobilization of all 
patriotic citizens to oppose the 
“armed rebellion’? against the na- 
tional prohibition law, the Com- 
mission on Social Service of the 
Southern Baptist convention today 
urged the denomination to seek 
defeat of any candidate for po- 
litical office from President down 
who does not openly and frankly 
support the present prohibition 
laws. 

“Our people will not be fooled or 
trapped by ‘the national prohibi- 
tion survey,’ or any other of the 
so-called neutral or impartial 
movements devised by our friends 
in New York and Chicago ‘to find 
a satisfactory solution of the liquor 
problem,.“ said the report, sub- 
mitted by Dr. A. J. Barton of At- 
lanta, Ga., its chairman, who is 
likewise chairman of the Executive 
„Committee of the Anti-Saloon 
League of America. 

No Neutral Ground. 

“There is no neutral ground in 
this war. It is war to the knife 
and knife to the hilt between the 
forces of sobriety and orderly Gov- 
ernment on the one hand and the 
forees of liquor and lawlessness on 
the other. 

“A safe rule is to ignore all ir- 
responsible straw ballots and 
movements, and not to be over- 
much influenced by what appears 
to be returns of such ballets or 
movements, but to do full duty at 
the polls and see to it that nobody 
but patriots are on guard. 

“We are not concerned with par- 
ty politics, nor with the fate or fu- 
ture of any political party. In all 
great moral questions we are deep- 
ly concerned, both as citizens and 
Christians, no matter how they 
may become related to politics or 
questions of government. 

“As we have frequently done 
heretofore, we declare our intention 
and purpose not to support for 
President of the United States, Sen- 
ator, Representative, Governor or 
other officers of high and respon.

| “The control of liquor has for a 


long time been one of the diffi- 
cult problems of all Governments. 
There are people who believe that 
the prohibition of intoxicating 
liquors under any circumstances by 
any Government is an infringement 
on the right of the individual to 
lead his own life in his own way. 
„„I do not share that view. It 
has been generally recognized that 
all Governments have the right to 
protect a man against his own 
propensities, if the injury to the 
community is, sufficient to war- 
rant the interference with individ- 
ual liberty. The prohibition move- 
ment is. a recognition of this prin- 
ciple. It is not a new movement 


“The liquor business has been 
for centuries one of those busi- 
nesses in the conduct of which the 
Government bas a direct interest 
which warrants it in putting re- 
strictions upon the personal lib- 
erty of individuals. How much 
restriction it is wise to put on in- 
dividual liberty is a question about 
which there has been and will be 
great difference of opinion. The 
habits and character of the people. 
the size of the community, the éx- 
tent of the participation of the 
people in the exercise of their po- 
litical rights are all important fac- 
tors in the determination of how 
far a community can go in restrict- 
ing individual liberty for human 


Merits of Prohibition. 

“It is not my purpose to discuss, 
in general, the merits of prohibi- 
tion as a policy. That, as I con- 
ceive it, is not the issue. The issue 
is whether it is practicable and in 
the public interest to apply that 
policy to the United States as a 
whole through the agency of the 
Federal Government. It is a probe 
lem in government, 

“The peculiar characteristic of 
the government of the United 
States is its Federal form. Under 
that form of government we look 
to our states to perform certain 
governmental functions, and to our 
Federal Government to perform 
other governmental functions, 

“Prior to 1919 it was the state 
governments that bore the princi- 
pal responsibility for dealing with 
the liquor question. . Such 
tunctlons as rested on the Federal 
Government in connection with the 
liquor question were related to the 
exercises of its power over foreign 
and interstate commerce and its 
system of taxation. 

“National prohibition went into 
effect throughout the United States 
on July 1. 1919, by a special war- 
time act of Congress and was con- 
tinued after Jan. 17, 1920, under 
the power conferred on Congress 
by the eighteenth amendment. We 
have now had 10 years of experi- 
ence by which to judge the new 
policy. 

The Old State Rale. 

“Bear in mind that we had pro- 
ceeded in this country for 130 
years under the theory and the 
practice that the several states of 
the Union were the government 
which directly touched the lives 
of the people. It was the states 
which had such organisation as ex- 


isted for the administration of 
criminal law in general. It was the 
states that had built up police 


forces which made enforcement of 
local eriminal law possible. 

“with the coming into force of 
the prohibition amendment, how- 
ever, a vast new criminal jurisdic- 
tion way assumed by the Federal 
Government. This involved not 
only an organization of a new po- 
lice force, but—what is even more 
important—it involved a new at-

divergences.

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City Alleges That Only Two 
of Three ~ Arbitrators 
Studied the Higgins-Wall 
Dyer Co. Case. 


Suit to set aside an award of 
$53,463, with interest, last year to 
the Higgins-Wall-Dyer Co. for con- 
struction work on Section A of the 
River des Peres drainage project, 
reached after an agreement of 
three arbitrators in the case, was 
filed in Cireumt Court today by the 
city, 8 

The city alleges in its petition 
that the award was made without 
the joint agreemont of the three 
arbitrators and that only two of 
them participated in a study of the 


question, which included a counter- | 


claim of $54,000 by the city for 


breach wf contract. The contract | 


of the Higgins-Wall-Dyer Co. was 
cancelled in 1924, when the city 
held that the work was progressing 
unsatisfactorily. 

Before the arbitrators—John A. 
Lennon, Mat J. Holland and 
George F. Haid, the latter now a 
Judge in the Court of Appeals— 
were appointed the Higgins-Wall- 
Dyer Co, had filed suit against the 
city on its claim for damagts in 
connection with the contract. The 
city in turn had sued the Ameri- 
can Surety Co. of New York 
which signed the contractor’s bond, 
the city aileging breach of con- 
tract. , 

It was agreed that the contro- 
versy in both suits should be de- 


termined by the arbitrators but 


the city now asks permiision to 
renew its action on the bond, 
charging that the finding of the 
arbitrators was “illegal, void and 
of no effect.” 
According to the petition, signed 
by City Counselor Muench and 


Richard S. Bull, associate ooun- 


selor, it was the understanding of 
the city that the arbitrators should 
meet jointly and confer before 
reaching any agreement. Tnstead, 
it is alleged that Lennon and Hol- 
land deliberated independently to 
the exclusion of Judge Haid and 
reached agreement without con- 
suiting him until after “such delib- 
eration and agreement.” However, 
the petition shows Haid concurred 
with the other arbitrators and they 
jointly signed the award May 24, 
1929, which the Circuit Court af- 
firmed with the exception of mak- 


ing a substantial reduction in in- 


terest allowed. 

Associate Counselor Bull said the 
action of the arbitrators resulted 
from a misunderstanding and the 


city did not intend to cast any re- 


flections.. The failure of Judge 
Haid always to meet with the 
other members, Bull explained, was 
due to his impression he was an 
umpire to decide disputed points 
between them, whereas it was the 
city’s intention the deliberations of 


all the arbitrators were to be weld 


jointly.

M. Dubose of Nashville demanded 
the floor. A copy of a morning 
paper, the Dallas News, in his 
hand, Bishop Dubose said that he 
wished to publicly express his re- 
sentment of the article appearing 
in the paper. 

This article said in effect that 
those Bishops whose political ac- 
tivities had been attacked had 
“compromised” with members of 
the Episcopacy Committee where- 
by they were to be freed of ac- 
cusations in regard to politics in 
return for which they combined 
with the “anti-Cannon” forces. 

Bishop Dubose declared there 
was no truth in the statement.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—No 
previous tariff bill has aroused so 
many protests from fereign nations 
or provoked such sweeping retalia- 
tory tariffs against American goods 
on the part of our best customers 


as the Hawley-Smoot bill, still in 
conference. 

This is the conclusion reached by 
experts in the departments of State 
and Commerce and in the United 
States Tariff Commission who have 
been studying the effect of the 
pending tariff bill on our foreign 
trade. 

The reports of these experts, 
which are now in the hands of 
President Hoover and members of 
the Senate, clearly show: 

(1) Up/ to May 12 protests 
against the increased rates carried 
in the pending bill had been filed 
by 33 nations. These include Can- 
ada, Great Britain, France, Ger- 
many, Italy, Japan, Australia and 
the leading countries of South 
America purchasing more than 90 


of the Hawley-Smoot tariff 


per cent of American goods export- 


ed in 1929. 
Retaliatory Tariffs Passed. 

(2) Our best customers among 
the 33 nations filing protests 
against the pending ‘bill have al- 
ready retaliated with increased tar- 
iffs aimed at American goods. Can- 
ada, Australia, France and Ger- 
many have erected the highest tar- 
iff walls in their history while the 
Hawley-Smoot bill has been await- 
ing action in Congress. 

(3) While automobiles, farm ma- 
chinery, typewriters and sewing 


duties in the _ retaliatory tariffs 
adopted by foreign countries, the 
farmer is the hardest hit of all 
American exporters. The new 
tariffs adopted by foreign coun- 


tries on food staples will tend to 


exclude American farm products 
from many countries now pur- 
chasing wheat, corn, barley, meats 
and condensed milk in large quan- 
tities. 

A report published a few days 
ago by the Department of Com- 
merce shows that the United States 
exported 35,241.000, 000 worth of 
goods last year, while imports dur- 
ing 1929 totaled $4,400,000,000. 
The great bulk of this foreign trade 
was carried on with the 33 nations 
which have filed protests against 
the pending Hawley-Smoot bill. 

In a report issued May 10, the 
Department of Commerce disclosed 
that during the first three months 
of 1930. American exports had de- 
clined $290,000,000 as compared 
with exports for the corresponding 
period last year. Unless this de- 
cline is checked, it is estimated 
that American exports during the 
present year will show a slump of 
more than $1,000,000,000 below 
the total for 1929. 

Trade Balance Less Favorable. 

Imports during the first three 
months of 1930 have declined 
$229,000,000, showing a less fa- 
vorable trade balance for this 
country than at this time last year. 

In the face of these figures, it 
is conceded that the pending Haw- 
ley-Smoot bill levies increased du- 
ties on goods produced abroad. 
many of which cannot be ra 7 
manufactured in this country, and 
all tending further to restrict 
American foreign trade.

The new Australian tariff law 
authorizes the Minister of Foreign 
Trade and Commerce to place a 
complete embargo on a long list of 
imports, including canned meats, 
powdered milk, farm machinery, 
structural shapes, cutlery and sani- 
tary ware. 

The Australian tariff duties have 
been increased on a second class 
of goods by 50 per cent, including 
furniture, prepared paints and 
varnishes, pianos, talking ma- 
chines, cameras, leather manufac- 
tures and boots and shoes. 

Automobile bodies, automobile 
parts, assembled chassis and mo- 
torcycles are subject to specific du- 
ties averaging 50 per cent above 
the present level of Australian 
tariff duties. 

The principal American exports 
to Australia last year came under 
the head of automotive products. 
and were valued at $37,000,000 or 
more than the total value of all Au- 
stralian imports of all classes into 
the United States. 

Canada’s Countervailing Duties. 

Canada is the most recent for- 
eign country to announce new im- 
port duties affecting American ex- 
port trade. In 1929, Canada was 
our best customer, purchasing 
$948,.500,000 worth of American 
goods and exporting 5504. 300,000 to 
the United States. 

Early this month, Canada an- 
nounced a new system of counter- 
vailing duties which will automat- 
ically subject American imports 
into Canada to the same rates of 
duty carried in the pending Haw- 
ley-Smoot bill, in every case in 
which the American rate exceeds 
the Canadian rate. In addition, 
Canada has greatly extended the 
free list ta give preferential treat- 
ment to British made goods.

Secretary of State Becker Long 
In Political Limelight of ‘Miso | 


That Amounts to More 
Than $750,000 a Year He 
Has Made Himself a Real 
Power in Legislative Af- 
fairs. 


Successfully Led Jobholders 
in Blocking Budget Re- 
forms — Much Talked of 
for Governor Until Dis- 
closures Developed in 
Young Brothers’ Crash. 


Secretary of State Charles U. 
Becker, whose answer to criticism 
following the collapse of the bro- 
kerage house of W. H. Young & 
Bros., Inc., when operating under 
a license from his department, in- 
cluded his extraordinary order of 
questioned legality for an investi- 
gation of all other brokerage 
houses in the State ‘has been a 
potent figure in Missouri official 


life for a decade. 

Becker, skilled in politics, has 
entrenched himself in power im 
Jefferson City and to date has been 
unbeatable when he sought office, 
notwithstanding that throughout 
his political career he has been on 
the 3 many times because 
of the frequency with which he 
has mixed official and private 
business. He has enjoyed the sup- 
port of a large part of the rural 
Republican newspapers as a result 
of grants of public printing. The 
distribution of this printing first di- 
rected public attention to the po- 
litical profit the Secretary of State 
was deriving from the bestowal of 
official favor. More recently there 
came to attention his action in 
placing State employes in the St. 
Louis and Kansas City offices of 
the Pioneer Automobile Service 
Co., of which he is a director, to 
issue license plates to automobile 
owners who at the same time were 
solicited by high pressure sales 
men of the Pioneer Company to 
buy membership in that organiza- 
tion at $29.50 each. 

Once Wrote Paper-Back Novels. 

Becker did not come to State- 
wide attention in politics until he 
was about 50 years old. He now is 
61. é 

He was in turn school teacher, 
newspaper reporter and author of 
hair-raising paper-back novels such 
as were in vogue among the youth 
of the country 25 or 30 years ago. 
It is said he produced a novel a 
week for several years, keeping at 
that work until the demand for that 
type of fiction-petered out. How- 
ever. he has continued his writing, 
and from time to time has contrib- 
uted to magazines, among his latest 
productions being an article enti- 
tled, “Grafters I Have Met,“ pub- 
lished in Plain Talks His princi- 
pal recreation is fishing, in which 
he is both an expert and an au- 
thority. 

Becker’s first political experi- 
ence was in 1914, when he was 
elected to the Legislature from 
Polk County and re-elected in 1916 
and 1918. There was nothing un- 
usual in his record in so far as leg- 
islation went, but he became known 
as a shrewd manipulator, his hand 
being recognizablé but difficult to 
follow in numerous situations of 
political and legislative finesse. His 
_eorncob pipe became a. legislative 
institution, and it was said that If 
one wanted to know in which com- 
mittee room Becker would be found 
it was only necessary to sniff the

duties of the Secretary of State, he 
has charge of licensing all the au- 
tomobiles in the State, with the ac- 
companying duties of licensing 
chauffeurs and issuing certificates 
of title to automobile owners; 
granting of charters to all corpora- 
tions formed in the State, and ad- 
ministering the blue-sky law. Vir- 
tually all State printing comes yn- 
der his control, including the State 
printing confract for books, blanks, 
etc., and the publication in one or 
more newspapers in each county of 
the constitutional amendments and 
initiative and referendum proposals 
submitted to the voters each State 
election. 

Under his direction is expended 
more than $750,000 a year for sal- 
aries, for automobile license plates 
and for printing and paper. 

Perguisites Pick Up. 

Some 50 years ago the salary of 
th: Secretary of State was fixed 
at $3000 a year, salaries of other 
State officers, except the Governor, 
being fixed at the same figure. Not- 
withstanding the ridiculous incon- 
gruity of the figure it never has 
been found possible to get it ad- 
vanced by direct methods, though 
by indirection it has been brought 
up to from $4500 to $4700 a year. 
As a member of the State Board 
of Equalization, each State officer 
receives $5 a day for each meeting 
he attends. Through many years 
the board has found that it could 
attend to all the business in from 
40 to 70 days, but during the ad- 
ministration of . Gov. Baker the 
financial possibilities were seen and 
taken advantage of. In 1925 there 
were 155 meetings. In 1926 the 
number jumped to 170, in 1927 to 
240, but in 1928 it dropped off to 
225. With the advent of Gov. Caul- 
field, however, a different atmos- 
phere prevailed about those mat- 
ters in which the Governor had a 
hand, and last year all the business 
of the board was transacted at 52 
meetings. There was another 
change in the system. It had been 
the custom for the board to show 
every member in attendance at 
every meeting of the board. Since 
Caulfield has been in office, the 
record shows the attendance only 
of those who actually are there. 

As a metuber of the Board of Per- 
manent Seat of Government, which 
has supervision of the capitol 
grounds and buildings, Becker and 
each of the other officers receives 
$1200 a years He is not a mem- 


acter calculated to arouse to his 
defense the rural sections of the 
State. 

When the Associated Industries 
sought legisaltion which would 
create a budget system and a State 
purchasing department, and elim- 
inate at least part of the enormous 
waste in the State governmen 
Becker, leading the job-hold 
forces at the capitol, had little to 
say in defense of the administra- 
tive methods.

“big business attempting to escape 
taxation and seeking to put all the 
taxes on the land of the farmer. 


How He Won Part of Rural Press. 


That part of the rural press 
which enjoyed his printing pub- 
lished his vehement attacks with 
approval. When the Young Bros.’ 
collapse came a few months after 
Becker’s Securities Commissioner, 
Stockard, had refused to act on 
complaints of the Better Business 
Bureau, Becker had little to say 
about’the record of his department 
in the matter. His defense was a 
denunciation of the Better Business 
Bureau, the Associated Industries 
and the metropolitan newspapers. 


The patronage-favored newspa- 
pers gave much space to his state- 
ment, and in addition, many of 
them published denunciatory edito- 
rials prepared by Becker's personal 
press bureau. 

The story of Becker and the part 
of the rural Republican press 
which he has lined up through 
printing patronage has been pub- 
lished and should be fairly well 
known over the State. Briefly, it 
is this: Under the law all consti- 
tutional amendment and initiative 
and referendum proposals submit- 
ted to a vote in State elections are 
required to be printed in one 
newspaper in each county in the 
State five times.

men of the navy, reported that the 
United States would have substan- 
tial parity with the proposed 339,- 
000 cruiser total of Great Britain. 


Admiral Bristol replied that the 
board really wanted 23 of the 
eight-inch-gun type and accepted 
the reduction to 21 as the “mapx- 
imum concession” that might be 
made in order to get an agree- 
ment. 


„And the London treaty,” pur- 
sued Reed, “gives us 18 eight-inch- 
gun ships and 18 or 19 six-inch- 
gun ships, so that your objection 
comes down to the narrow 
that out of 36 ships, three of them 
are to be armed as Admiral Pratt 
recommended and not as you pre- 
fer." 


The reference here was to Ad- 
miral William V. Pratt, comman- 
der-in-chief of the American fleet, 
head of the naval advisors at Lon- 
don, who has testified that the 
treaty suits him and that the six- 
inch-gun cruiser has merits, not 
conceded to it by the Jones school 
of thought. 


A Poser for the Admiral. 


Reed’s summary of the Jones- 
Bristol criticism: of the treaty was 
something of a poser for the Ad- 
miral on the stand: He fell back 
on the reply that he objected to 
the principle of the thing. 

“We said that under no circum- 
stances should the United States 
go below 21 eight-inch-gun cruis- 
ers.“ Admiral Bristol added. 
The General Board.“ retorted 
Reed impatiently, asked for a 
total cruiser tonnage of 315,500 
and we come back with 323,500.” 


Bristol said the real point was 
how the cruisers were going to be 
utilized. He repeated that we 
needed the eight-inch-gun type for 
the protection of our commerce.

Summoned back to the stand, 
Admiral Jones said that he agreed 
with the conclusions of the gen- 
eral board in its September report. 
He ‘believed that its recommenda- 
tions of that date, if carried out, 
would give a “sufficient approxi- 
mation” to parity with Great Brit- 
ain to warrant an agreement.

A Nutritious Luncheon 5 


Which Juniors and Grown- 
ups Will Enjoy. 


Cheese belongs to the group of 
foods that we use for building 
purposes—building flesh and bone. 

Protein, which is the scientific 
name of the body-building sub- 
stanée in foods, and the ntinerals 
that make strong bongs and teeth 
are all abundant in cheese and 
make it a very valuable food. 

When combined with a starchy 
food—such as “bread or rice—a 
vegetable or fruit, it makes a well- 
balanced and nutritious meal. 

Cheese toast uses bread with the 


cheese, and the tomatoes are the 


vegetable, so you see the dish is 
quite complete in itself. If a\bis 
glass of milk, a few stalks of raw 
celery or a few radishes and per- 
haps a slice of gingerbread are

ments. 


Cheese Toast. 
For the cheese toast, use one of 


the soft American cheeses that can 
be bought in any grocery. One- 


half pound will be needed for four 
servings. Then you will need two 
medium-sized, ripe tomatoes, about 
one tablespoonful butter, salt and 
pepper, and four large or eight 
small slices of bread. These should 
be cut about-one-third inch thick 


and it is perhaps better to use

Home Canners ‘Should 3 
Putting Up This Vegetable 
Right Now. 


The thrifty housewife may now 
can rhubar® as sauce, juice, con- 
serve or marmalade for use all 


through the year. 
Rhubarb should be canned while 


it is young and tender. The skin 
should always be left on to give 
the attractive rich red color and 
the tender tips of the stalks should 
also be used. For best color and 
texture, can rhubarb in a syrup 
without wafer. 

To make a rhubarb sauce which 
may be used as filling for pie, cut 
the rhubarb stalks in pieces, pack 
as tightly as possible in the jars, 
fill the jars to overflowing with a 
hot, heavy syrup made of twice as 
much sugar as water and cooked 
until it forms a thread when 
dropped from a spoon. 

Adjust the rubbers and lids but 
do not seal the jars. Boil them for 
16 minutes in the hot-water bath, 
and seal, 

A richer sauce may be made by 


placing in pint jars a layer of rhu- 


barb one inch deep, then a layer 
of sugar one-half inch deep; alter- 
nate in this way until the jars are 
filled, having a layer of sugar on 
top. Adjust the rubbers and the 
lids, boil in a hot-water bath 25 
minutes and seal. 

A good supply of rhubarb juice 
may also be canned to use in sum- 
mer fruit beverages, pudding 
sauces, desserts, or for making jel- 
ly by combining with other fruit 
juices whose jelly-making proper- 
ties are satisfactory. 

Rhubarb stalks that have be- 
come too tough to cook in other 
ways may be used for making 
canned juice.
